Whenever we open our morning paper, 
to learn that Lathuvinia has insulted the 
postmaster of Lithuvatia, that Universalia 
has intervened ona point of national honour, 
and that Nova Zembla has placed a large 
‘order for bum-boats—to the consternation 
of all the experts, the diplomats, foreign 
correspondents, and so of, who expect the 
worst of gases to be released within a fort- 
night unless the gasworkers go on strike— 
then, then we begin to dream of our island 
again: “Any place not too much like a desert 
island would do, and in any sea where it was 
warm, and we could work in peace, and the 
ing crisis was not left with the milks 
hat we really want, in truth, is not quite 
$0 many of the benefits of civilization. 
In what bright spot could we be free from 
them? 


BUT fist, what is an island? A child 
witha geography book would answer that 

promptly. Yet the question is not to be 

answered easily—hot in the proper way, 

‘Africa is snrroimded by water—but is it 
an island? There is some talk, too, of the 
British Istes ; but the British Isles is merely 
© millitary and a geographical expression. 
Tt means nothing to a lover of islands. It 
is merely « Confession of faitli—for how many 
of tis have eer sailed round our islands ? 
We believe they could be circumnavigated, 
with luck—thovigh we would rather not try 
out tuck, in this weather. It is no good, if 
you live in Birmingham, looking for a bright 
blue sea beating upon all the shores of Cor- 
poration Street, so that you may. exclaim : 
“Tam monarch of all I survey." The police 
ate suspicions, 

Tt has to be admitted —an unpatriotic but 
fecessary” sidmnission—that the British ‘are 
‘rot islanders ; except in an atlas 

‘A tue island has to be seen for what it 

single glance. The fact is, if Robinsot 
Crusoe had been wrecked on the island of 
Australia he could have done nothing with 
it, Australia is not a real island, That episode 
of a wreck on the Australian coast could 
never have beet the canse of an immortal 


story. Daniel Defoe could not have made 
anything of it except emigration propaganda 

Now, propaganda cannot be written about 
a real ‘sland, for such an ‘island produces 
‘only peace of mind, which cannot be con- 
Yerted into gold. No bank-mantager would 
ook twice at the prospectus of a real istand ; 
he would see nothing in it, For example, 
there are the Galapagos islands of thie Pacific. 
They have never been of use to. anyone ex- 
cept tomen like Herman Melville and William 
Beebe.. The attraction of that group of vol- 
canic. islands does exist, but only in the 
poetry to which it moved a few gifted 
travellers who happened once to land upon 
them. But you could not make emigration 
posters of those attractions. The, po: 
wonld not be attractive 

So it looks as if, in this matter of islands, 
we'are in a bit of a muddle. We are in a 
middie betanse the island we desire must be 
otherwise undesirable. Tt must be good, 
hhecanse it would be no good except to people 
Tike ourselves, It must be the sort of place 
which would never be fought over by the 
great Powers during the making of a peace 
treaty. It would be happily free from all 
valuable deposits of guano, or gold, or what 
not 
Ships would have the habit of passing by 

No good calling there. 

What is the name of it? Nothing! Tt 
is but one of the commercially unattractive 
Isles of the Blest ; one of the Hesperide 
teen sind wooded item of the Fortunate 
Tales, 

Why, then, do we want to go there? 
Because, being off the trade routes, it would 
be free from armed cruisers and cockta
